Sweet corn likes hot weather 80 
well that gardeners should keep plant- 
ing it until the first of July. It is not 
advisable to plant sweet corn after 
the fourth of July in this section be- 
cause there is danger of it being 
caught by early fall frosts, It takes 
between two and three months for 
the ears to reach the roasting stage. 
Gardeners need not hesitate to 
plant sweet corn any time in June for 
the quality of late corn is often supe- 
rior to the ears that come from early 
plantings. That is thought to be due 
to the fact that corn makes its best 
growth in warm weather. Most gar- 
deners got a late start this season. 
If seed is not to be saved from the 
patch of home grown sweet corn two 
or more varieties may* be planted. 
Growers are always safe in using 
Golden Bantam, a variety that should 
be planted regardless of how many 
others are to be grown.
